Dear Friend & Ratriot:- 


You may or may not have read about it in your local newspaper, but a 
new series of events in Clinton, Tennessee are now in the making which 
threaten to have a more profound impact upon this generation than any 
single development in recent years. The nub of the situation' at Clinton 
can be summed up in a single sentence: the Federal Government, for the 
first time in American history, has decided, to interfere directly to com- 
pel a Southern community to accept "integrated" schools. This is serious; 
deadly serious. Here is the situation as briefly as I can give it: 

At the instigation of the N.A.A.C.P. earlier this year, a negro-loving 
Federal Judge by the name of Robert Taylor handed down a sneak decision 
ordering that the high sohool at Clinton be "integrated". Just why the 
N.A.A.C.P. selected Clinton as the first Tennessee town to be forcibly 
mixed cannot be proven, but the fact that Clinton's school officials, 
the local newspaper and the town mayor all later turned but to be fanat- 
ic pro-integrationists suggests that there may have been, and probably 
was, collusion between them and the N.A.A.C.P. In any event Clinton be- 
came the first and only town in Tennessee to be "integrated" when the 
school term began in September. 

The reaction of the local citizens was one of outrage and indignation, 
with practically the entire population denouncing the move. The situ- 
ation was worsened by the adamant refusal of Clinton’s renegade sohool 
board to reverse its plans for de-segregation, and things got completely 
out of hand when the son of the town's negro-loving mayor organized a 
trigger-happy "home guard" which proceeded to tear gas a peaceful assembly 
of local citizens on the courthouse lawn. The reaction of the infuriated 
citizens was so strong the terrified mayor appealed for' the National Guard 
for protection, and governor Frank ("preacher") Clement, instead of set- 
tling the matter peacefully as had Governor Shivers of Texas in a similar 
situation, ordered "integration" to prooeed'in Clinton at bayonet point. 

The use of tanks and bayonets to compel the acceptance of "integration" 
aroused indignation not only in Clinton, but throughout the South. "Preach- 
er" Clement, who had reputedly nursed grandiose political ambitions up to 
this point, easily became Tennessee's most hated man. A' dose runner- 
up for the title of most hated man in Tennessee, however, was Federal 
Judge Robert Taylor, who had ordered Clinton's sohool to be mixed in the 
first place. Not content with having' turned Clinton into an armed camp 
with his hateful de-segregation order, Taylor further endeared himself 
by placing the ENTIRE POPULATION of Clinton under a permanent blanket 
injunction prohibiting them from opposing school integration in any man- 
ner, shape or style. One man who dared to publicly voioe sentiments 
against compulsory integration was in fact summarily sentenced ( without 
Jury trial) to a year in the Federal penitentiary... 

This, of course, was tvrannv in its rawest form, for it deprived every 
man and woman in the community of the free exercise of free speeoh, free 
press, freedom of assembly — and even the right to Jury trial. Under 
those circumstances an Amerioan oitlzen in Clinton had no more rights 
than a resident of Mosoow. If he offended the looal Commissar (in this 
case Taylor) by speaking, writing, passing out literature, petitioning', 
electioneering or otherwise opposing "integration", he oould be Bentenoed 
to prison indefinitely upon the whim and say so of Taylor. Keep those 
facts in mind because they help explain what happened in Clinton last week. 

For a while after the National Guard pulled out of Clinton the pop-" 
ulation offered no resistance, and Clinton remained the only town in 
the state with an Integrated sohool. But it was a temporary thing and

WASHINGTON, D.C.— Max Rabb, Eisenhower’s Jewish 
advisor on “minority” problems, and the first man ever to 
hold the title of Secretary of the Cabinet, retired last 
month from his White House duties to resume the practice 
of law. Rabb is often credited with having strongly influ- 
enced Eisenhower's Integration policies which culminated 
in the dispatch of Federal troops to Little Rock. Also re- 
tiring, after a five year stint as Ike's chairman of the Atom- 
ic Energy Commission, is L. L. Strauss, of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 

BALTIMORE, MD.— The city of Baltimore, which enjoys 
the questionable distinction of being one of the very few 
cities besides Washington D.C. to integrate its school sys- 
tem on a large scale following the Supreme Court’s 1954 
decree, is well on its way to becoming an African slum. Ac- 
cording to an official Board of Education survey there, it 
is estimated that by 1962 Negroes will outnumber white 
students by 70,000 to 49,000 in the elementary schools. School 
officials attribute the Negro take-over to the fact that 1 
out of 3 of the city's white pupils will soon be attending 
private schools to escape integration, while large numbers 
of others are fleeing the city . . . 

BOSTON, MASS. — In Boston where 15 persons, including 
6 women, were last month beaten or robbed by roving 
gangs of Negro teenagers following a Rock'n' Roll riot, 
the attorney-general’s office has ruled that no college. or 
school may request a student applicant to submit a photo- 
graph with his application. Claiming that such a request 
violates the Massachusetts Fair Education Practices Law, 
the state’s assistant attorney-general ruled that a picture 
. . . “could disclose the race, creed, color or national origin 
of a person — information which the statute forbids” . . . 

PHILADELPHIA— From Philadelphia the associate gen- 
eralrSecretary of social education of the newly merged 
United Presbyterian Church, now America’s third largest 
Protestant denomination, earlier this month enunciated a 
new scheme to “integrate” Presbyterians. White Presbyte- 
rian congregations should, he mouthed, “import Negroes 
from outside the bounds of their geographical parish” to 
facilitate integration . . . 

PHILADELPHIA — When white residents of the Phila- 
delphia suburb of Levittown, Pennsylvania, last year rioted 
against a Negro troublemaker who attempted to force, his 
way into the all-white residential community, the nation’s 
press played up the story for days as an example of white 
“bigotry” and “racial bias.” But when Philadelphia Negroes 
precipitated two of the worst race riots of 1958 on the Me- 
. morial Day just past, the press was conspicuously silent— 
for the usual reason. The riots, one involving an estimated 
350 people, the other about 500, resulted in the injury of 40 
persons and transformed Chalfont’s Forest Park into what 
one local newspaper described as . . . “a site of terror.”

cial “equality” in the North pro- 
duced an increase, rather than a 
decrease, in Negro crime . . . 

After 1954 the Negro crime 
problem began receiving some- 
what more publicity than in pre- 
vious years— due in large part to 
the school integration controversy 
which erupted in that year. South- 
ern Congressmen--particularly 

Rep. John Bell Williams of Missis- 
S ippi_have aired Negro crime .sta- 
tistics from the floor of the U.S. 


Congress with telling effect. A 
number of national periodicals, in- 
cluding the excellent U.S. NEWS 
& WORLD REPORT, have given 
enlarged coverage on the subject. 
Some northern newspapers, such 
as the NEW YORK TIMES and 
the WALL STREET JOURNAL, 
have grudgingly lifted the veil of 
self-imposed censorship to reveal 
at least a partial glimpse of the 
appalling growth of Negro crime 
in New York’s integrated schools. 
Every year since 1954 the wall of 
silence and censorship has been 
opened a liny bit wider . . . 

Now it turns out that even 
TIME magazine has joined the pa- 
rade with an article on Negro 
crime statistics. For Negro-cater- 
ing. South-hating TIME this was 
a concession indeed, for no organ- 
ization in all of America has la- 
bored more assiduously to becloud 
and confuse the race issue than 
the Luce-owned LIFE-TIME com- 


bination. Nevertheless, in. a recent 
issue* it was there as big as life: 
a full page article entitled, “The 
Negro Crime Rate: a Failure In 
Integration.” 

“They are afraid to say so in 
public,” began the TIME article, 
“hut many of the North’s big-city 
mayors groan in private that their 
biggest and most worrisome prob- 
lem is the crime rate among Ne- 
groes. In 1,531 U.S. cities, accord- 
ing to the FBI tally for I95G, Ne- 
groes, making up 10% of the U.S. 
population, accounted for about 
30# of all arrests and 60% of all 
arrests for crimes involving vio- 
lence or threat of bodily harm — 
murder, non -negligent manslaugh- 
ter, rape, robber> and aggravated 
assault. In one city after another 
the figures — where they are not 
hidden or suppressed by politi- 
cians — reveal a shocking pattern.” 

TIME then proceeded to cite the 
following Negro c-rime statistics 
by individual cities: 

In New York <14% Negro): “Of 
the prisoners eonfined in houses 
of detention last year to await 
court disposition of their cases, 
44% of the males and 65% of the 
female* were Negroes ...” 

In Chicago (15% Negro) . . . 
“twice as many Negroes as whites 
— 1,366 to 679 — were* arrested on 
charges of murder, non-negligent 
homicide, rape and robbery” . . . 

In Detroit <25% Negro) . . . 
“two out of three prisoners held 
in the Wayne County jail are Ne- 
groes” . . . 

In Los Angeles <13% Negro) . . . 
“Negroes accounted for . . . 48% 
of the arrests for homicide, rape, 
aggravated assault, robbery, bur- 
glary, larceny- ami auto theft" . . . 

In San Francisco (7% Negro) 

. . . “the victims of 896 of last 
year’s 1564 recorded robbery cases 
reported their assailants were Ne- 
groes” . , . 

Having tremulously given out 
these damning statistics, TIME’S 
editors hastily turned their atten- 
tion to solving of the Negro, crime 
problem. Poverty and recent mi- 
gration to the big cities, they con- 
fided. was not necessarily the 
most important factor, since for- 
eign-born whites, equally impov- 
erished and unsettled, often have 
a lower crime rate than their 
more prosperous native-born 
neighbors. Neither, apparently, 
does better housing ameliorate the 
Negro crime situation: “Crime 
rates," sighed TIME, “run high 
in the Negro slums of Harlem and 
.South Side Chicago, but they also 
run high in the Negro districts of 
Los Angeles and San Francisco, 
whore the houses are comparative- 
ly decent” . . . 

What, then, is the solution? 
TI ME’s editors t r i u m p h a n 1 1 y 
bleated out their answer: more 
racial integration. Negro crime, 
intoned TIME, “ . . . will remain 
a severe problem until Northern 
whites, private citizens as well as 
civil officials, recognize that Ne- 
gro crime is basically a symptom 
of a failure in integration, and 
start attacking discrimination in 
the North with the same fervor 
they show in arguing for civil 
rights in the South" . . . 

All in all it was a pretty con- 
vincing demonstration of the old 
adage: "None are so blind as those 
who refuse to see."
